"sh all review the case of any person who al­ 
le g e s that he believes he has been subjected to 
any im proper penalty , or that he has been 
denied any right or benefit to which he is en­

The British Labor governm ent propose- an 
om budsm an with a special British complex ion.

"In B hitain.” the white 
paper ex plains., “ Parliam ent is the place for

The attorney general told them this war had 
just begun and left them to two day s o: guarded 
consultation. Like otr.er U.S. fighting forces, to­ 
day they are better equ.pped and their knowl­ 
edge of the gorilla front is v astly superior to 
what it was in the old. colorful da s 
which now 
prov ide so much TV entertainment. 
The attorney genera. ha> a 
lie of 2.300 top 
racketeers — such as J ohnny Dio and his spon­ 
sors, namely the powerful Tommy (Three Fin­ 
gers Brown i Lucchese. now ill. 
These 2,300 names are linked to a sy stem of 
250.000 cards on which are listed the activ ities, 
the inv estments and the relationships of the 
leading hoods. 
In all there are 15 federal grand juries now- 
digging into the organized rackets. The tough­ 
est three are in the Sout.v .m Di trict of New 
York under the guidance of U. S. Attorney Rob­ 
ert Morgenthau. With ms; .red. though method­ 
ical digging, he and his colleagues hav e learned 
more about the Cosa Nostra than ev en old J oe 
Valachi knew. 


THE VALACHI chart on the J oe 
Ben anno 
grouping disclosed only 21 names. Mr. Morgen­ 
thau now has well ov er fiv e tim es that many . 
Ty pical of his activ ities is the discov ery of the 
man who took ov er from Carmine Galante who 
took ov er from J oe Bonanno wp.en the latter 
disappeared a y ear ago alm ost to the day . 
The newcomer, J ohn J oseph Morale, a 
fugi­ 
tive for 22 y ears from an army desertion charge, 


discov ered living well in a New York sub­ 
urb The FBI picked him up and he’s now out 
under *5" OOO bail. 
Mr Morgenthau describes 
him as the acting 
head of tne Bonanno operation 
which reaches 
from New York to Buffalo to the 
Southwest and 
or to the Coast. 
One of Attorney Morgenthau’s

the probers ran across J ohnny Dio’s trail.

W ho Are 
Extremists? 


What is "ex trem ism ” and who is an “ ex . 


trem ist 
The debate on this q uestion is absorbing th« 
attention of Republican and D em ocratic chief­ 
tains as they accuse each other of harboring 
"ex trem ists” within their parties 


The furor started with a rare piece of 
intel- 
lecutalism inserted 
by Barry G oldw ater in his 
speech of acceptance at the 19 64 Republican 
nation'll convention when he 
said 
“ I would rem ind 
y ou that ex trem ism in the 
d' 'ense of liberty is no vice And let me remind 
y ou. also, that m oderation in pursuit of jus­ 
tice is no virtue ” 
Other Republican leaders who didn't like the 
fact he had defeated them in the convent on 
accused their nominee of upholding every thing 
from the John Birch Society to the Ku Klux 
Klan. 
Since the D em ocratic strategists were avid 
readers of news dispatches from the conven­ 
tion, they prom ptly discovered that a big br sr 
with plenty of paint on it had generously been 
m ade available to them. 
They 
used 
it 
pro 
diiiously . 
Now 
more than a y ear later, it turns out 
that Barry G oldwater a sy llogism was strangely 
prophetic and that, instead of 
being 
merely 
descriptive of “ ex trem ism ” on the “ conserva­ 
tive" side of the fence, it is even m ore applica 
ble to certain celebrities and organizations on 
the “ liberal” side. 
Thus, when M artin Luther King cried out 
that it isn’t necessary to obey a "m orally un 
just” law. his 
pronouncem ent 
was 
virtually 
glorified as Christian heroism by m any mm 
isters as they 
participated 
in 
“ sit ins” 
and 
"lie-ins " 
They declared, in effect, they would rather 
fight than switch to the 
reactionary ” doc­ 
trines of obedience to law 
But Dr. King 
c o ul d q uote B arry Goldwa 
ter and so could the clergy m en M any of them 
sincerely believe that “ ex trem ism in the de 
fense of liberty is no vice” and the slow- 
moving m achinery of our courts and our legis 
lafive bodies is an indefensible ty pe of “mod 
eration in pursuit of justice ’’ 
AII definitions of “ ex trem ism ” offered thus 
far in the political debate, m oreover, ignore 
the simple fact that political parties are not 
disciplined bodies which can decide on who is 
or is not to be adm itted as a voter. 
No party is monolithic. Each consists of far 
tions and "splinters.” It is interesting to no;e 
that the truly “ ex trem ist" political organiza- 
ions — presided over by local bosses in the 
big cities — continue to ply their trade a« 
they influence elections through invisible de 
vices rarely ex posed to the courts for punisn- 
m ent under ex isting law. 
May be “ ex trem ists. ’ too. are individuals and 
groups that benefit from the im proprieties of 
Am erican politics and tne clandestine colle 
tion of cam paign funds among labor unions and 
elections are forbidden, but they nevertheless 
are gathered regularly m defiance of the law 
Some ex am ples of “ ex trem ism ” are to be 
found among m em bers of Congress. There are 
senators and representatives who 
feel 
it 
is 
proper to attack their own governm ent and 
tell the rest of the world tha*. the United States 
is pursuing policies of aggression in Viet Nam 
and Latin Am erica. 
But since m ost of these "ex trem ists” are from 
the “ liberal” side, they usually escape criti­ 
cism Had they by chance been "conservatives.” 
they would have been prom ptly ex coriated a« 
"giving aid and comfort to the enem y .” 
AII this com es under the 
heading 
of 
free 
speech. V oltaire is credited with 
sav ing: 
“ 1 
disapprove of what y ou say . but I will defend 
to the death y our right to say it.” 
So. without subscribing to 
a n y t h i n g the 
'■John B irchers" or "A m ericans for Demo ratic 
Action" m ay say about m oral or political trea­ 
son. it does seem that the m ajor party chief­ 
tains could spend their tim e m ore usefully by 
conducting inform ative "teach-ins" 
about 
the 
true m eaning of national international policies 
than by worry ing about sm all groups of ex hi­ 
bitionists who seem 
to 
enjoy 
calling 
other 
people by harsh name-; and impugning their 
patriotism as well as their integrity .

Bob Woodruff, Tennessee ath­ 
letic director, said a decision 
would be made today on wheth­ 
er the Houston game will be 
played as scheduled. 
Tennes­ 
see’s Monday practice was can­ 
celed, and Dickey was too upset 
to discuss plans for today. 
A joint funeral for Majors and 
Jones was scheduled at a large 
Methodist church near the uni- 
i versity. 
An atmosphere of numbness 
| still hovered over the campus 
today as students, faculty mem. 
bers and Vol fans mourned the 
second tragedy to strike the U-T 
athletic staff within two years. 
Bill Gibbs, an assistant basket­ 
ball coach, was killed in a 1964 
| plane crash while on a scouting 
trip. 
Gil Brandt, director of person­ 
nel for the professional Dallas 
Cowboys, talked with Tennessee 
officials by phone and said Dal­ 
las aides Harvey Robinson and 
Bill Meek would be available to 
help coach the rem ainder of the 
season, if Dickey wants them. 
Frank Broyles, whose Arkan­ 
sas team is ranked No. 1 in the 
nation, said simply that news of 
the tragedy made him sick. One 
of Broyles’ assistants is John 
Majors, Bill’s oldest brother. 
Bill Majors, 26, came from a 
famous Tennessee football fami­ 
ly. His father, Shirley, is head 
coach at the University of the 
South in Sewanee, Tenn. Three 
brothers played college football 
— Bill at Tennessee, Joe at 
Florida State and Larry at Su- 
wanee. 


Jones, 30, and John played 
against each other in the Bay- 
; lor-Tennessee Sugar Bowl game 
in 1957. Jones had been practic­ 
ing law in Waco. Tex., until he 
joined the Vol staff -last August. 
Rash. 28. who starred at Mis- 
Isouri in 1957-58, joined the Ten- 


nessee staff in 1964 as offensive 
line coach.

SELMA. Ala , 1A F 1 - An A1-, 
abama judge has ruled that the 
1965 Voting Rights Act, which 
resulted in the sending of feder­ 
al voting examiners into a score 
of Southern counties to register 
Negroes, is unconstitutional. 
Circuit Judge James Hare, in 
a ruling Monday, declared the 
law to be in violation of the 
“ equal footing of states” doc­ 
trine of the U.S. Supreme Court,j 
and of the provisions of the U S 
Constitution allowing the states 
to establish their own voting 
requirements, “ so long as there 
is no discrimination ” 
After handing down the rul­ 
ing, Hare remarked. “ I’d say 
this is just the opening round 
An appeal of the derision is 
practically 
a 
certainty, 
but 
there was no immediate an­ 
nouncement by the Justice I)e 
partment. 
Hare 
made 
the 
ruling 
in 
granting an injunction request­ 
ed by the state to prohibit Dal­ 
las County Judge Bernard Reyn­ 


olds from certifying as voters 
those applicants approved by 
federal examiners operating in 
Selma 
Most of the hundreds of appli- 
cants are Negroes. 
The motion for the injunction 
was filed more than a month 
ago by Montgomery attorney 
Frank Mi/.ell on behalf of Gov. 
George C. Wallace. 
Hare 
noted 
that 
the 
law, 
which has sent voting examin­ 
ers into seven Alabama coun­ 
ties. provides for action only in 
those states where less thon 50 
per cent of the voting-age pop 
illation was registered or voted 
in 1964. 
This, he ruled, violated the 
doctrine of “ equal footing” ap­ 
plied by the nation's highest 
court That doc trine of political 
equality of states was applied 
most notably in the tidelands oil 
controversy of several years 
ago. 
Hare held that the recently 
enacted law also enables the
